There are no titles of birth or aristocracy or 
nobility in the United States perhaps only be­ 
cause they are forbidden by the Constitution. This 
appears in Article I, Section 9 and reads: 
“ No title of nobility shall be granted by the 
United States: and no person holding any office 
of profit or trust under them, shall, without the 
consent of the Congress, accept of any present, 
emolument, office, or title, of any kind whatever, 
from any king, prince, or foreign state.’’ - 
Of course, plenty of American women have 
gone abroad and had themselves married to vari­ 
ous titled persons in foreign lands. While they 
are in this country, they may be addressed by 
their foreign stains, but the title has no particu­ 
lar meaning in this country except as a courtesy. 
Titles are on the wane, anyhow. Germany, 
Italy, the Austro-Hungarian Empire and other 
places where once monarchs ruled in medieval 
splendor are now republics an dancient titles are 
no longer of any legitimacy in those countries. 
The British titles are, of course, legitimate and 
important. The British government awards titles 
for major achievements in every line of human 
endeavor. It is therefore not unusual in that coun­ 
try to find a member of the House of Lords wish­ 
ing that he was a commoner with a good salary 
to boot. 
Distinction by marriage is normal in the hu­ 
man race, most wives basking irt their husbands’ 
success. However, a European title often does not 
indicate particular success, but rather descent 
from a very remote ancestor w’ho did well for 
himself in the numerous enterprises available 
during feudalism, some of which are nowadays re­ 
garded as not permissible such as chopping off a 
head or putting poison in the soup for profit. If 
all of us got to looking into our ancestries, we 
might be not a little embarrassed. Certainly those 
who criticize Frank Costello or the gentlemen of 
the Apalachin Mafia must not ever have a look at 
the founder of the house w’hich gives them a 
grandiloquent name. 
New York and Washington, each winter, fill 
with titled folks, most of whom are delightful 
people. They form a pleasant society of luncheons, 
dinners, flirtations arid polite conversations. A 
few are very hard working diplomats. Some are 
married to American wives and not a few have 
difficulties arising therefrom. 
In the current world, distinction seems to go 
only to the distinguished, particularly in the 
sciences and the arts and nobody worries much 
where anybody was born or from whom. Most of 
the rulers of the great and powerful nations in 
the year 1958 have no especially notable ances­ 
tors and their wives do not know' how to curtsy 
or to be curtsied to. That makes it all very diffi­ 
cult.

The Russian nobility used to be very 7 noble 
indeed. And generally, they were rich. They not 
only owned land but they owned “ souls,” as they 
called them, and when they came to Berlin or 
Paris oi London, they had lots of money to spend 
and they spent it freely. Now, those who still try 
to maintain something of the old times are a 
dwindling society lhat is being merged in the pro­ 
letariat, except a few' who adjusted early and 
managed to use their intellects to earn a living. 
The Austrians have gone through the same fate 
and it is not difficult to meet a scion of

years of ancestors who is earning an honest living 
selling this or that. 
The phonies are mostly Americans, that is, 
American women who got some kind of a title 
by marriage and cling to it grimly. The most 
favored title in this country is Missus, generally 
spelled Mrs., and remaining so unchanged until 
death do us part.

Alabama Case Ruling 
As a New Integration 
Seen 
Law

W A SH IN G TO N — There's a 
new “ law7 of the land ’ today on 
the integration problems of pub­ 
lic schools. Local school boards 
henceforth are authorized, as a 
result of a Supreme Court deci­ 
sion, to assign pupils to what­ 
ever schools they please without 
revealing any reasons for their 
inaction. 
While the case concerned an 
Alabama law’, it applies through­ 
out the nation wherever states 
nowr may pass “ pupil assignment” 
laws. These statutes, however, 
will bo held unconstitutional if 
they deny entry on account of 
race or color or are enforced as 
a part of a scheme of legislation 
that requires segregation. 
The reason the "pupil assign­ 
ment” law is held constitutional 
is because the denial or grant of 
the pupil's request is not based 
on any proved discrimination be­ 
cause of race or color. 
This may mark a turning point 
in the whole controversy over 
integration. It could help solve 
the Virginia and Arkansas prob­ 
lems. In a sense, it is not a re­ 
versal by the Supreme Court of

TH E EN D OF SUN TIM E 
Three quarters of a century ago on Nov. 
18 an event took place whose anniversary 
passed almost unnoticed, but which has had 
a profounder effect on the average Ameri­ 
can than many a more famous occurrence. 
This was the introduction of standard 
time, replacing hundreds of local systems 
which disagreed with one another. 
These systems had one common name, 
“ sun time.” Its basis of operation was the 
same for each community, though the re­ 
sults differed widely. When the sun reached 
its highest point above some agreed-on 
landmark, that moment was taken to be 
noon. The effect was that the time in two 
nearby 
towns 
might 
vary 
somewhat, 
enough to be embarrassing for anyone 
wishing, say, to catch a train. 
As time divergencies troubled the rail­ 
roads especially, these took the lead in 
working out a better system. Eventually 
on Nov. 18, 1883, standard time was es­ 
tablished, with the four familiar zones, 
Eastern, Central, Mountain and Pacific. 
The extreme eastern part of the continent 
was put in a fifth zone, Atlantic. 
Little by little standard time slew its lo­ 
cal opponents. On March 19, 1918, it re­ 
ceived the endorsement of Congress. 
How is standard time determined? Not 


known as osteomyelitis is not as common as it 
used to be. 
Curiously enough, however, I continue to re­ 
ceive a great many questions about it. This is 
perhaps more evidence of the intense interest in 
osteomyelitis by those who have it than it is of 
the frequency of the disease. 
Osteomyelitis is a disease of the bone tissue 
which results from invasion by germs. These 
germs destroy the bone and produce pus. 
Historically this is an old disease and has been 
known for centuries. Signs of osteomyelitis have 
been found in bones of ancient man which have 
been buried for thousands of years and dug up in 
archeological explorations. 
Until recent times the treatment 
has been 
discouraging and difficult. Severe cases, even as 
late as the 16th century, were treated by amputa­ 
tion of the limb. This is a bit radical. Other treat­ 
ments involved the application of strange mix­ 
tures to the tissues around the infected bone, in­ 
cluding herbs, powders from mummies, egg yolk 
and crushed body lice. 
One of the most interesting forms of treat­ 
ments has been the use of maggots. Maggots eat 
dead tissue only, leaving live tissue unharmed. 
Thus, if they are placed in an area containing 
dead bone and other dead cells, they clean up the j 
area without harming 
that 
part of the bone 
which is alive and healthy. When they have com­ 
pleted their job they can be removed easily. I | 
understand this treatment is still used occasion­ 
ally. 
The development of modern surgery has done 
much for the patient with chronic osteomyelitis. 
It has become possible to clean out and scrape the 
infected bone, thus permitting healing. Ingenious 
instruments have been invented to aid in the 
work of boring into the bone and scraping out in­ 
fected material. 
Today new methods of attack on osteomyelitis 
are available. These are the drugs of the sulfa 
group and substances obtained from molds or 
germs called antibiotics, of which penicillin is the 
best known example. They have made it possible 
to save mafhy people 
with 
osteomyelitis 
from 
months, or even years of hospitalization and re­ 
peated surgery. 
Chronic osteomyelitis even now can be a long- 
lasting and serious disease. It may produce un­ 
favorably complications in the kidneys, or else­ 
where. Emphasis should be placed on diagnosing 
it early and using vigorous measures to bring it 
under control as soon as possible. Without treat­ 
ment it is likely to got worse as time goes on.

Speaking on the subject: Mod­ 
ern Israeli in the Contemporary 
World. Rabbi Bloom told an en­ 
thusiastic audience that there is 
a great sense of misunderstand­ 
ing' and 
distortion 
about 
the 
Israel-Arab problem. 
"The 
Israelis 
do 
not 
hate 
Arab’s" he said. "Rather Israeli 
does loathe the modern Arab | 
leadership." 
The 
Arab 
governments 
are 
spending millions of dollars on 
anti-Israel 
propaganda 
in 
the 
United States, said Dr. Bloom, 
who also spoke at length on the 
highly misunderstood and prop­ 
agandized Arab refugee prob­ 
lem. 
"M ore than two million people 
wanted to return to Israel after 
the 
state 
was 
constituted 
in 
1948,” said Rabbi Bloom, "Even 
after Israeli offered condemna­ 
tion and settlement for damages. 
But the Arab refugee problem

propagandists, 
is

used to keep anti-Israeli feeling 
alive in the world.

" It is a matter of history,” 
the rabbi continued, "that some 
non-refugee Arabs were worse 
off and came by the thousands 
under the refugee program.

Rabbi Bloom went on, adding 
that world powers have cajoled 
Middle East potentates because 
of oil interests and because of 
the fear of Russian infiltration.

Communist. He has the ability, 
the dishonesty and all the appeal 
of the defnagogue.

Nasser is holding 
off an attack on Israeli because 
he knows that, short of inter­ 
vention by a ‘big power’ no com­ 
bination of Arab states can de­ 
feat the resolute Israeli army.”

“ Low g rade” carbon monox ide 
poisoning caused by faulty heat­ 
ing units may be responsible for 
headaches, nausea and fatig ue, 
Dr. 
Herman 
Hilleboe, 
state 
health commissioner, cautioned 
today . 
“ As the colder weather ap­ 
proaches, the number of carbon 
monox ide 
poisoning s 
will 
in­ 
crease,” he said. “ This ty pe of 
poisoning can be caused by im­ 
proper installation of fuel burn- 
ing units, defective appliances, 
inadequate combustion air sup­ 
ply 
and 
improper 
venting 
of 
waste g ase^.” 
Dr. Hilleboe said that all heat­ 
ing sy stems should be inspected 
each y ear. This inspection should 
include checking flues, vents and 
dampers, and testing the overall 
efficiency of the sy stem. 
Health Menace 
“ Faulty heating units are a 
menace to health and safety ,” he 
said. “ Whenever it is suspected 
that a heating appliance is not 
functioning properly , a service 
man should be called promptly .” 
Satisfactory 
operation 
of 
a 
chimney or vent can be tested 
by holding a match flame near 
the draft hood. If the vent is 
drawing 
properly , 
the 
match 
flame will be drawn into the 
draft hood. I f the vent is not 
drawing properly , the flame will 
be blown away or snuffed out. 
When this happens, it means 
that fumes are escaping into the 
room. 
A serviceman should be 
called promptly to correct the 
situation. 
Other Safety Tips 
Other important tips concern­ 
ing heating units include: A g as 
cooking stove should not be used 
for heating a house. All heat pro­ 
ducing appliances equipped with 
collars should be vented to the 
outside air. A g as water heater 
should never be installed in a 
sleeping room or bath room. The 
fire door in a g as furnace should 
never be left open. No damper 
should be provided on • flue pipes 
or vent connections for oil or

this is recommended by the man­ 
ufacturer. Gas appliances should 
not be connected to the source of 
g as with a rubber hose. All auto­
